Fixe Department. 



Man is the only animal lhat has made fire 
bis servant ; and llie fervent villi of every 
good citizen is that it may never become his 
muster. There ia however a faint probabil- 
ity that the latter might bt> the case if the 
Fire Department of this city became much 
Tednced ; and there is something more than a 
probability that the department is ia a lun- 
guiil condition. There are three companies 
in the city : The Deluge and Tiger Engine 
Companies, and the Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany. According to the Fireman's Amend- 
ment Act, the full.force of a company,in active 
firemen, cannot exceed sixty-five men. That 
is the limit fixed by law. The actual force 
— the total number of active firemen in the 
three companies, does, pot .ijascsd eigiily 
men— not half the number necessary to put 
the department in a high state of efficiency. 
It is even rumored that the Hook and Lad- 
der Company have it under contemplation to 
disband, owing to reduced members and cor- 
*espondingly increased dues. Tho Tiger 
Company arc in difficulties likewise. The 
oiuse of tho reduction in the members of the 
department is put to the account of the un- 
usual burthens laid upon firemen here, in 
comparison with other countiics where Vol- 
unteer Firemen exist. Here they have to do 
jury duty, pay road tuxes, pay the rent of 
engine house, keep a Btcward to look alter 
the property, and at evory alarm turn out as 
firemen or at stated period for drill. We 
confess that the burthens heaped on the fire- 
Ken, taken all together, are rather weighty 
and when coupled with the fuct of an actual 
and prospective reduction of the force, the 
question of reform in the Fire Department is 
an important one, deserving the immediate 
attention of the Municipal as well ns the 
Colonial authorities. A remedy, and an im- 
mediate remedy is required, and ought to be 
applied at once. It is primarily, and of a 
right, ',hc duty of the City Council to deal 
with the matter and see that tho lives and 
property of our citizens are guarded by every 
reaionablc protection against loss by fire. 
Insurance companies may afford ono kind 
of protection ; but it is to the Fire Companies 
that we look for the suppression of fires. 
But it is no use arguing the question, who 
put out fires? Everyone understands that. 
The question to bo dealt with, is, how the 
department can be made more efficient than 
it is now ? Tho firemen have slated their 
reasons why the force is reduoed ; and they 
tell us how it can be increased. It is their 
wish that the entire department bo placed 
under the control of tho City Council. 
Next, they want a law passed to exempt 
them from jury duty. Then they desire the 
City authorities to provide engine houses at 
the public expense. Whatever other finan 
cial burthens may be necessary they are dis- 
posed to bear them by the payment of 
monthly dues; and are persuaded that if 
these reforms be instituted, that tho depart- 
ment would soon be restored to its former 
efficiency. We confess that we can discover 
nothing in their demands that might not be 
granted. The City authorities are the proper 
functionaries lo have under their charter the 
nupreme control of the Fiio Department. To 
protect the property of citizens is a first duty 
of a corporation. The exemption from jury 
duty might very well be granted. The re- 
striction against the inorcase of oach company 
beyond sixty-five members makes it impos- 
sible for men to shirk jury duty by becoming 
firemen. The late increase in our population 
renders jury duties lighter than they were a 
year ago ; and as a matter of course the city 
is better able to grant an exemption to a 
public spirited body of men who hold them- 
selves in readiness at any moment to run to 
the rescue of their neighbors. Imposing the 
rent of engine house on the firemen, is u lit- 
tle too bud. Firemen in common with 
dthers, may have property to protect ; but 
why they should bear all the expeuse of 
protection, is something that we cannot com- 
prehend. We feel as unwilling to increase 
civic taxes as any one ; but we certainly 
would regard the money as legitimately spent 
if devoted either to building engine houses 
or to paying tho rent of them. It is a very 
wrong principle to exact from private indi- 
viduals, what ought to bo raised by public 
contribution. When tho principle works a 
public injury and a common danger, we re- 
pudiate it, and ask the City authorities to 
lake up the question of reform in the Fire 
Department, and deal with it at once.

named by the Governor. 'Whether those 
high functionaries have or have not r*»«rted 
a new and eulightened postal system, we 
know not. We do know, howevor, that the 
Government has made no announcement of 
the results of their deliberations. It is 
hoped, however, lhat when the new postal 
scheme is laid before the public, that we 
shall see something worthy of the country, 
and not a miserable; stingy, slow-coach affair, 
unworthy of the coantry, and answering no 
public end. What is wanted is a weekly 
mail to Williams Creek from Victoria, run- 
ning over the Yale and Douglas routes, car- 
rying letters between the extreme points for 
iwcnty-five cents per half ounce, and news- 
papers free. The Government is well nble to 
nflord such u convenience, and tho public 
sincerely desire it.

Wc have called tlic attention of the Goy 
eminent over and over again to the pressing 
necessity for reasonable mail faciliiies being 
established between this city and Cariboo. 
The link between here and New Westminster 
is the beat on the route ; but even lhatadiuils 
of improvement ; yet it might be borno with 
some degree of tranquility if there wore rea- 
sonable facilities provided above that point. 
At present the mails go up to Douglas and 
Yale when tho river steamers go, or more 
correctly speaking when Deitz & Nelson's 
Express goes. By Post Office regulation il 
goes up every week ; but :hese enterprising 
expressmen go oflener, and carry the mail in 
name along with them. From Douglas lo 
Lillooet the express carries the mail. The 
postage on a letter by mail is twenty-five 
cenls from New Westminster to Lillooet; and 
it i3 alleged that this heavy rate stops corres- 
pondence. Even the expressmen, who are 
the real mail earners, find that their business 
is injured by high postage rates ; for the 
government exacts the letter postago on every 
letter they carry. Moreover, private parties 
nvatiably bring down and cary up 
packets of letters in defiance of law and 
postal regulations, simply because the liish 
postage and expressago mak« it an objeot. 
Thn route from Yale to Lyttorjjisjin the same 
predicament as from Douglas lo Lillooet. To 
Williams Lake from New Westminster letter 
postage is fifty cents ; to Antler Creek, $1. 
Tho rate is exorbilant, and the semi-monthly 
nmil in sntnmer an absurdity. 

To expressmen, cither up or down, the 
public are mainly indebted for llie trans- 
mission of letters nnd papers ; and suofa will 
continue to bo the cuse, except new mail 
facilities bo provided— except tho mail goes 
oftener, and ihe postage becomes cheaper. 
As it is tho expressmen have to chargo a 
dollar extra on a letter from Cariboo, simply 
because the Government has obstructed tho 
passage of free letters to that extent; The 
thing is monstrous. Bclte.- leave postal 
matters entirely to private enterprise than 
pile on a letter tariff that is unsurmountable, 
besides establishing a prohibition against the 
introduction of newspapers into the mines.

ESQUIMALT RAILWAY. 

Mr. Burnaby introilnced a petition from 
the Victoria and Ksnuimnll Railway Com- 
pany, signed by their agent, Mr. Drako, ask- 
ing permission of the House to withdraw the 
Railway Bill from their consideration during 
the present session. 

On motion of Mr. Franklin it was resolved 
that leave be granted, and the samo re- 
ferred to the Committee on Standing Orders. 

STAMPS. 

Mr. .Burnaby introduced a Bill to establish 
the decimal system in the employment of 
stamps under Iho Stamp Act, 1862. IIo in- 
timated that a hill of this hind was found to 
be necessary after the passage of the Currency 
Aot. 

It was read a first time. 

BUFPLY. 

The two Hills of Supply voted by the 
House in Committee of the Whole, passed a 
first reading. 

l.NFnrtiort COURTS.

DROPPED Dead.— A case of awfully sud- 
den death happened yesterday morning, at 
the Hotol de France, in this city. A young 
man named Maximilian Fischer, who was 
employed as an extra waiter in the establish- 
ment, was in his usual health and spirits and 
had been attending to his duties in the Sa- 
loon a moment before his death took place. 
He bad just sat down to partake of breakfast 
and iniuntly loll back, apparently in a 
fainting state. Pr. Davy was immediately 
summoned and promptly attended but medicul 
skill was of no avail lor the poor fellow cx- 
pired in a few minutes after the doctor ar- 
rived. Dr. Dickson was subsequently called 
in, but the hand ol death had already laid 
hold of its victim and no human power could 
be of any service. Dr. Davy is of opinion 
that " oougestive apoplexy'' was the cause of 
death. The Coroner directed Dr. Haggin to 
make a post mortem examination of the body 
last evening, and the inquest will lake place 
this morning at eleven o'clock. Deccaseil 
was a native of Germany, having beeD born 
at Baden, whero his relatives still reside. 
He was only twenty-Heveri years of age, and 
was a single man. He lormeily lived in Sun 
Francisco, where he acted as waiter in one 
of the hotels. He came to this country in 
January, 1862, and shortly afier went to New 
Westminster, where he was employed as a 
waiter till the end of the year. .Since that 
timo ho has been living iu this city, and has 
acted as an extra waiter when called upon 
by any of the hotel keepers. We understand 
he was a man of good character.

Comax HoAO.— From Mr. Munro, who has 
just returned from Nanaimo, wo l»arn that 
of the road from that place to Coma*, 20 
miles are already completed. 'Ilia route fol 
lows the coast line very closely, and so far 
as the Qualicon River passeo through dense 
forests. It is, however, remarkably level 
throughout, but two hills occurring on thru 
portion of the road. A bridge, about 350 feet 
in length, over the Nanaimo Itiver will be re- 
quired, and there are several streams of con- 
siderable width on the way. Came is reported 
to b» bo very abundant that the road parlies 
are living upon venison and wild goose, to the 
no small economy of tlteir provisions. About 
eighteen inches of snow lay upon the ground 
When Mr. Munro was np there, but the opor- 
ations of the laborers had not been suspended 
in consequence.

Maodonald, late Premier of Canada is men- 
tioned us likely to be the pet son to whom 
the government of the new Crown Colony 
will be entrusted. Iu the event of Mr. Mnc- 
dpnafd succeeding to this valuable appoint- 
ment, he would make Iho second Canadian 
statesman whoso talents had received a fit- 
ting recognition at the hands of the Imperial 
Government. His predeecsaor in the office 
of Premier, Mr. Hjricks, is Governor of one 
ol the West Indian Islauds.

Headquarters Armv of the Potomac), 
Jan. 27th. — Gun. Hooker has issued an ad- 
dress to the army, in which he says he enters 
upon the discharge of his duties with a just 
appreciation of the responsibilities. Since 
lhe formation ol this army ho hns been iden- 
tified with its history ; he has shared with tho 
soldiers ils glories and reverses — with no other 
desire than the relations might remain un- 
changed until its destiny should be accom- 
plished. Ho adds : " In the records of your 
aohievmonls is much to be proud of; and, 
with tho blessing ol God, wo will contribute 
something lo the renown of our arms, and to 
lhe success of our armios. To secure these 
ends, tha cheerful and zealous co-o|ieration of 
every otlicer nnd soldier is required. Iu in- 
telligence nnd valor the enemy is our inferior. 
Let us never hesitate to give him battle 
wherever we can find hint." 

New York, Jan. 128. — Special despatches 
stato that a list of more than eighty armed 
officers has been prepared who are to bo dis- 
missed from tho service for violating the army 
regulations by tho use of improper language 
in referring to their superiors. 

A lellcr in the Herald states that lhe act- 
ing rr: i ler of the gunboat Hattoras, who 
was ordered to board iho strange steamer off 
Galvort'.ri, said he had not shoved ofl a ship's 
length belore the Alabama poured in her 
first broadside, which was immediately re- 
plied to by the Ilatluras. This occurred al 
dark, As the first broadside was exchanged 
both vessels steamed ahead, side by side, ex- 
changing oroadsides as last as tho guns could 
bo loaded and fired, aiui within a short dis- 
tance of each other He says tho oanonado 
lasted thirty minutes. By hard pulling ho 
enme again in sight of lhe vessels and found 
them stopped, with the Alabama nlougsidc 
tho IIa.tter-is, blowing off steam. Ho said ho 
hoard cheering from the Alabama, proving 
that iho Haltcras had been carried by board- 
ing. Deeming it best not to bo lakon pris- 
oner, he returned in Iho direction ol Ihc squad- 
ron, and was picked up. 

Washington, Jan. 28, — A sceno recurred 
in the Senate yesterday, owing to a lively 
discussion. Saulsbury, of New Jersey, spoke 
disrespectfully of the President, and waa 
taken into custody by tho Sergeant-nt-Arms. 
He displayed a revolver and threatened to 
shoot tho Sergoant-at-Arms. 

Charges have been maje that Simon Cam- 
eron attempted to bribe a member of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature by offering him 
S120,000 for his vote in tho late Senatorial 
contest, Thematter is to be investigated by 
the Senate. 

Washington, January 28. — In the Senate, 
Clark of New Hampshire offered a resolution 
expelling Saulsbury lor disorderly and tur- 
bulent conduct. Saulsbury said he ne'ther 
acknowledged nor disavowed what is charg- 
ed, l.ct proof be mado to the Senate, nud 
lot the Senate act according to its own judg- 
ment. 

— Steamer from Mem- 
phis has airived. Troops are being daily 
transported to Millikin's Bend, just above 
Vicksburg. 

New York, January 23.— Tho JYhim gives

Council without a portfolio, lie can give 
the new cabinet little more than his name, 
but that name alone is an earnest of the pa- 
triotic policy to which the Government is 
pledged, barini is ill — grieviousl/ ill; all 
the more prnvokingly ill, as neither himself, 
once a physician, uor any of the brethrou of 
his craft can describe or define his ailment. 
Ho never fully recovered the shock of pan- 
lie and private calamities which afflicted him 
during his short tenure of the royal lieuten- 
anlcy at Naples. Towards the end of last 
summer ho came back from theUrison moun- 
tains, greatly benefitted, it was said, by a 
long course of water cure, but all his medi- 
cal advisers recommend rest and a complete 
cessation of all mental labor, and he never 
utters Ihree words without revealing a dilli- 
culty of speech, the consequence of partial 
paralysis. His best friends— and at this 
moment sympathy with his sufferings has won 
him the good will' of oven his worst oppon- 
ents — hope that the very nccossity for exer- 
tion inseparable from his new position may 
dissolve the spell by which he s'lems bound, 
but tho experiment is one of uncertain issue, 
and it is difficult to conceive how to morrow 
or next day he may havo tho power to rise 
in his place, nnd, according to usage, lay the 
programme of the now cabinet belore the 
House. 

" Pasolini is to havo lhe Foreign Office. 1 
have already given you his precedents; his 
character and Iho high appreciation of it by 
all who know him, are Iho theme of all men's 
discourse ; full justice is also done to his thrif- 
ty and laborious habits, to his aptitude for ad- 
ministrative work ; there nre some, neverthe- 
less, who arc still doubtful as lo his energy, 
and fitness for the tussh; of parly strife, and 
I even hear whispers as to bis inclination to 
back out of his present position, simply be- 
cause lhe entrance of Poruzzi into the cabi- 
net seems lo him to deprive it ol' that natural 
character to which he chiefly aimed. 

" Peruzzi will sit at the Home Office ; the 
portfolio of Public Works, which ho held un- 
der llicasoli, will fall to the lot of General 
Menabree, a man fit for any brunch of ad- 
ministration, and especially War, Murine, 
and the department with which he is now to 
be trusted. Mcnabrea is by birth a Savoyard, 
and springs from an Aosta family. He be- 
longed to iho Right Opposition of tho old 
Subalpine Ohambe;, and was suspected, not 
without good reason, of harboring retrogrde 
clerical predilections ; but he took office un- 
der Cavour as a convert after the annexations, 
and his very rare abilities arc more than suffi- 
cient to disarm political antipathies. His 
appointment is not yet given as positive, nnd 
some mill contend that tho Minister of Pub- 
lic Works is to be Jacini, a Lombard, who 
filled the same oliice under Cavour iu 1860."

" Alas for our country 1 Givon over, it 
would seem, to the most ignoble fate that 
ever befell a country — wrecked by imbe- 
ciles !

his persistent order to storm Fredericksburg 
heights, in spile of the conclusive reason of 
Gen. Ournside against it. 

" How can the county be saved, witn such 
men in chaige of its destiny? Human rcu- 
rou gropes in vain for an answer."
